The  Strategic  Plan  Steering  Committee 
("planners"),  chaired  by  provost  Ronald  J. 
McAllister,  sent  its  final  report  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  study  in  October.  Tire  plan- 
ners "studied  a mountain  of  data,"  accord- 
ing to  McAllister,  based  on  the  research  of 
an  environmental  scanning  committee; 
surveys  of  the  alumni,  employees  and 
students,  business  and  community  leaders, 
high  school  guidance  counselors;  an 
analysis  of  competing  institutions;  and 
an  admissions  funnel  survey. 

The  planners  made  recommendations  on  22 
implementing  objectives  in  seven  strategic 
areas: 

• Curriculum  and  Program  Reform 

• New  Ventures  and  New  Students 

• Information  Technology 

• Mission,  Identity,  and  Marketing 

• Financial  Resources  and  Development 

• Faculty  Roles  and  Responsibilities

At  the  conclusion  to  the  Board  meeting 
on  October  24,  president  Theodore  E. 
Long  stated:  "I  am  delighted  to  report 
that  the  Board  has  endorsed  with  great 
enthusiasm  the  directions  and  concepts 
laid  out  in  the  plan  and  has  authorized 
us  to  develop  operational  plans  for  the 
implementing  objectives." 

The  planning  process  also  involved 
reviewing  the  mission  of  the  College.

Scholar  Revives  Art  of  Translation 


Mark  Harman 


"Translation  is  a performing  art  on 
the  page,"  says  Mark  Harman,  visiting 
associate  professor  of  English,  and  a 
member  of  the  English  faculty.  And 
with  his  English  language  translation 
of  Franz  Kafka's  The  Castle,  released 
by  Schocken  Books  in  March  of  1998, 
Harman  has  spurred  a renaissance  for 
a neglected  art. 

His  translation  of  Kafka's  last  novel 
is  the  first  to  be  published  in  this  coun- 
try in  68  years.  Harman  first  read  The 
Castle  in  English  and  German  simulta- 
neously in  the  1960s,  and  did  his  doc- 
toral dissertation  on  Kafka.  He  worked 
on  the  translation  on  and  off  for  about 
five  years. 

Partly  because  Harman  discovered 
an  ironic,  even  comic,  Kafka  in  his 
translation.  The  Castle  scaled  new 
heights  of  media  attention.  Harman's 
work  was  featured  in  national  newspa- 
pers such  as  The  New  York  Times,  The 
Los  Angeles  Times  and  the  Philadelphia 
Inquirer.  He  was  interviewed  on  "All 
Things  Considered,"  a popular  Nation- 
al Public  Radio  program,  and  on  Aus- 


trian state  radio.  Discussion  of  his 
translation  can  be  found  on  the  World 
Wide  Web  at  several  sites,  including 
the  New  York  Times  book  review  web 
page.  Harman  has  even  captured  the 
fancy  of  Madison  Avenue,  which  fea- 
tured his  translation  as  the  centerpiece 
of  a trendy  image  advertisement  for  a 
Fortune  500  company  splashed  in  na- 
tional magazines  such  as  Time. 

A Kafka  scholar,  he  is  delighted 
with  the  attention  for  his  translation. 

In  his  view,  colleges  and  universities 
have  not  paid  enough  attention  to 
translation.  "Translators  ought  to  re- 
ceive this  kind  of  attention,"  Harman 
explains.  "Translation  is  the  closest 
form  of  reading  there  is.  It  is  a mar- 
velous way  to  get  into  the  qualities  of 
two  different  languages,  not  just  the 
foreign  language  you  are  translating 
from,  but  your  own  language." 

Besides  English  with  an  occasional 
hint  of  Irish  brogue,  Harman,  a Dublin 
native,  speaks  Gaelic,  a required  lan- 
guage for  children  in  the  Irish  school 
system  while  he  was  growing  up.  He 
also  speaks  German,  Spanish,  and 
French  fluently.  Beginning  at  age  11, 
his  father  sent  him  and  his  brother  to 
summer  camps  in  France  and  Spain 
with  multilingual  children  from  across 
Europe. 

He  is  currently  teaching  a seminar 
on  Joyce,  Kafka,  and  Beckett,  and  a 
survey  class  on  20th-century  Irish  liter- 
ature, including  Gaelic-language  writ- 
ers (such  as  Nuala  Ni  Dhomhnaill, 
who  will  speak  on  campus  in  March). 

In  the  past  he  has  combined  schol- 
arly work  and  teaching.  To  him  teach- 
ing is  a form  of  performance  that  he 
enjoys.  "I  like  to  act  a bit.  Translation 
is  done  largely  in  isolation.  I can't  see 
myself  locked  in  a room  moving  words 
around.  I like  getting  students  to  think. 
And  I like  getting  them  interested  in 
Ireland  and  Irish  culture."  E

Tke  Way  We  Word:  New  Words  for  a

Some  words  we  use  every  day  have  de- 
scended to  us  from  thousands  of  years  ago. 
Words  like  glimmer,  glisten,  gleam,  glow, 
and  glad  all  come  from  a prehistoric  root 
word,  ghel,  meaning  "to  shine."  Other  com- 
mon terms,  however,  are  so  new  you  won't 
find  them  in  most  dictionaries.  For  example, 
my  Random  House  Unabridged  Dictionary 
published  in  the  early  90s  contains  no  en- 
tries for  Internet,  webpage,  or  hypertext. 

Some  of  today's 
unabridged  dictionaries 
are  twice  as  thick  as  those 
of  a hundred  years  ago. 

Thousands  of  new  words 
have  come  into  our  lan- 
guage this  century,  terms 
which  recall  key  events  of 
the  last  ten  decades  and 
which  reflect  the  temper 
of  our  times. 

One  of  the  dominant 
personalities  in  early  twen- 
tieth-century America  was 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  who 
left  his  mark  not  only  on 
our  history  but  also  on  our 
language.  It  was  Roosevelt  who  invented 
the  term  "muckrakers"  in  1906  to  describe 
journalists  who  specialize  in  stories  about 
real  or  alleged  corruption.  "Old  Rough  and 
Ready"  also  coined  the  phrase  "lunatic 
fringe,"  referring  to  extremists  of  all  stripes. 
On  a softer  note,  the  teddy  bear  was 
named  after  this  president,  from  a cartoon 
satirizing  his  fondness  for  big-game  hunting. 

The  Teens  of  this  century  are  remem- 
bered now  for  World  War  One,  in  which 
American  soldiers  were  called  doughboys, 
after  the  hard-boiled  dumplings  which 
so  often  made  up  their  fare.  With  new 
weapons  such  the  tommy  gun  (Thompson 
submachine  gun)  and  Big  Bertha,  a great 
seige  gun  nicknamed  for  Berta  Krupp,  head 


of  a German  munitions  factory,  it  is  no  won- 
der that  many  of  the  doughboys  became 
shell-shocked.  On  a more  hopeful  note  — 
too  hopeful  actually  — comes  the  word 
Pollyanna,  after  the  naively  optimistic  char- 
acter of  that  name  in  a 1913  novel  by 
Eleanor  Porter. 

The  Roaring  Twenties  were  dubbed 
the  Jazz  Age  by  that  debonair  debauchee, 

F.  Scott  Fitzgerald.  And  indeed  the  slang  of 
jazz  musicians  from  that 
decade  has  made  its  way 
into  the  popular  main- 
stream. Their  jive  (from 
gibe,  "to  taunt  or  jeer")  in- 
cluded terms  still  common 
today,  such  as  gig,  cool, 
hip,  and  square. 

The  30s  are  popularly 
remembered  for  the  Great 
Depression  and  the  rise  of 
organized  crime.  Though 
Prohibition  was  repealed 
in  1933,  words  such  as 
speakeasy  and  bootleg 
remained  commonplace 
throughout  the  decade. 

(In  a speakeasy,  of  course,  one  should  keep 
one's  voice  down,  since  illegal  alcohol  is 
being  served;  bootleg  derives  from  the  prac- 
tice of  hiding  contraband  inside  of  one's 
boots.)  The  term  Mafia  also  came  into  com- 
mon parlance  in  the  30s.  Actually,  this  term 
originated  in  the  1870s,  from  a Sicilian 
word  denoting  "courage  or  bravura."  All 
that  joblessness  and  lawlessness  might  make 
one  yearn  for  Shangri-La,  the  remote  par- 
adise created  by  James  Hilton  in  his  1933 
novel  Lost  Horizon. 

With  the  40s  came  another  World 
War,  and  we  easily  recognize  words  such 
as  Nazi,  Gestapo,  and  blitzkrieg  ("lightning 
war")  from  their  associations  with  the  Third 
Reich.  Even  if  you  feel  like  you're  catching  a 


lot  of  flak,  you  probably  don't  have  it  as 
bad  as  those  who  encountered  the  real 
thing.  Flak  is  short  for  "Flieger-Abwehr- 
Kanone,"  anti-aircraft  cannon.  (Nowadays 
football  quarterbacks  wear  flak-jackets  to 
protect  their  ribs  from — what  else? — the 
blitz.) 

On  the  Allied  side,  there  are  dozens  of 
examples  of  soldiers'  slang  from  World 
War  II  still  in  use  today — though  many  of 
them  are  not  printable  here.  Suffice  to  say 
that  calling  a soldier  a G.l.  dates  from  this 
period,  after  the  letters  "G.  I."  (Government 
Issue)  stamped  on  most  U.S.  military  equip- 
ment. And  the  soldier's  trusty  jeep  is  derived 
from  another  acronym,  GP  (General  Pur- 
pose) vehicle.  Gungho,  the  slogan  of  Carl- 
son's Raiders,  known  for  their  dangerous  ex- 
ploits behind  Japanese  lines,  means  literally 
in  Chinese  "work  together." 

The  bomb  which  closed  out  World 
War  II  also  inaugurated  the  Nuclear  Era. 
The  term  fallout  to  describe  airborne  parti- 
cles settling  back  to  earth  dates  from  this  pe- 
riod. Of  course,  now  the  term  has  become 
generalized  to  refer  to  any  unexpected  or 
unwelcome  aftereffects.  The  word  megaton 
comes  from  the  early  50s,  measuring  the 
power  of  nuclear  bombs  in  terms  of  millions 
of  tons  of  TNT.  "Megabucks"  sounds  more 
recent,  but  it  too  was  coined  in  the  50s,  to 
describe  the  costs  of  the  expensive  new 
weaponry. 

Societal  fallout  from  the  tensions  of  the 
Cold  War  began  to  emerge  in  the  60s, 
when  a counter-culture  emerged  among 
America's  youth.  Interestingly,  most  of  the 
terms  we  associate  with  the  Woodstock 
generation  — hippie  (from  "hip"),  cool, 
groovy,  even  "far  out"— were  all  borrow- 
ings that  had  been  in  use  by  urban  musi- 
cians since  the  20s  and  30s. 

The  60s  also  contributed  a wealth  of 
new  terms  in  the  sciences,  such  as  biode- 
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gradable  and  quasar  (short  for  "quasi-sfellar 
body")-  The  term  cyborg  (shortened  from 
"cybernetic  organism")  was  popularized  in 
the  fiction  of  that  decade,  though  the  term 
was  actually  coined  in  1 948  from  the 
Greek  word  kybernetes,  "helmsman,  guide." 
(The  same  word  shows  up  in  the  motto  of 
the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honor  society.  The 
Greek  letters  PBK  are  initials  for  the  phrase 
philosophia  biou  kybernetes,  "philosophy, 
life's  guide.") 

The  70s  are  probably  best  remembered 
for  the  end  of  the  Vietnam  War  and  the  end 
of  the  Nixon  presidency.  With  the  first  con- 
flict came  wide  recognition  of  the  term  na- 
palm (short  for  Napthene  Paimitate),  a jelly- 
like  incendiary  substance  which  was  actual- 
ly invented  in  World  War  Two.  The  Vietnam 
era  recalls  another  sinister  term,  Agent 
Orange,  an  air-dropped  defoliant  (literally 
"de-leafer")  named  after  the  orange-striped 
drums  in  which  it  was  stored.  From  Nixon's 
Watergate  scandal,  of  course,  comes  our 
habit  of  tagging  any  national  scandal  as 
Filegate,  Travelgafe,  Zippergate,  etc.  It  re- 
mains to  be  seen  if  Microsoft's  current  anti- 
trust problems  will  later  come  to  be  known 
as  Gates-gate. 

The  hippies  of  the  60s  were  replaced 
by  the  yuppies  of  the  80s,  a term  coined 
early  in  the  decade  for  Young  Urban  Profes- 
sionals. One  associates  the  phrase  "trickle 
down  theory"  with  the  Reaganomics  of  the 
80s,  but  actually  the  term  — - and  the  asser- 
tion that  a robust  economy  benefits  all  class- 
es of  society  — can  be  traced  back  to  the 
50s.  The  80s  also  brought  the  first  use  of 
the  term  modem,  short  for  modulator-demod- 
ulator, a device  for  transmitting  data  over 
phone  lines  which  has  led  to  a whole  new 
Internet  vocabulary  for  the  90s. 

No  one  can  yet  say  what  phrases  from 
the  90s  will  become  a permanent  part  of 
our  language.  Apart  from  terms  mentioned 
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Francis,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  College.

Centennial  History  of  tke 
College  To  Be  Written 


The  Centennial  Steering  Committee  has  en- 
tered into  an  agreement  with  Elizabethtown 
author  Chet  Williamson  to  write  a new  his- 
tory of  the  College.  Williamson  is  a noted 
freelance  writer,  lecturer,  and  novelist,  and 
a member  of  the  Author's  Guild.  The  history 
will  be  edited  by  Edward  Novak,  editor  of 
Elizabethtown  Magazine  and  director  of 
College  Relations. 

"I'm  delighted  to  have  been  chosen 
to  write  the  Centennial  volume,"  says 
Williamson.  "The  more  I learn  about  the 
history  of  the  College,  the  more  fascinating 
it  becomes." 

Williamson  and  Novak  will  use  the  Histo- 
ry of  Elizabethtown  College  1 899- 1 970  by 
Ralph  W.  Schlosser  as  a starting  point  and 
reference  for  the  project,  but  the  Centennial 
history  will  be  an  original  work.  The  Centen- 
nial Steering  Committee  deliberated  on  a vi- 
sion for  the  book  and  agreed  that  it  should 
be  a "family  history"  of  the  College,  from  its 


founding  in  the  1 890s  up  to  and  including  its 
Centennial  celebration  in  1999-2000,  in- 
corporating themes  of  people,  place,  vision, 
heritage,  values,  service,  and  learning. 

"For  years,  publications  professionals 
have  remarked  that  institutional  histories 
were  'more  often  commissioned  than  read,' 
with  the  outcome  not  much  more  than  the 
chronological  veneration  of  presidents  and 
prominent  trustees,"  says  Novak.  "Today,  a 
new,  reader-friendly  breed  of  institutional  his- 
tory has  emerged  with  the  emphasis  being 
placed  on  the  College  within  a larger  con- 
text — what's  simultaneously  happening  in 
American  higher  education  and  the  nation." 

The  book,  untitled  at  present,  is  planned 
to  be  about  75,000  words  in  length  and 
will  include  about  100  black  & white  pho- 
tographs and  illustrations.  Plans  are  for  it  to 
be  published  in  hardcover  in  the  winter  of 
2001 . The  price  has  not  been  determined.

When  the  planners  of  Elizabethtown  Col- 
lege's upcoming  Centennial  celebration  con- 
sidered commemorative  projects,  the  idea  of 
creating  a quilt  to  mark  the  College's  100th 
anniversary  surfaced  and  earned  unanimous 
support.  Because  of  the  College's  ties  to  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  the  quilt,  as  an  art 
form,  seemed  to  the  planners  to  be  a natural 
and  fitting  medium  of  expression  reflecting 
the  College's  heritage  in  Lancaster  County. 

Despite  the  daunting  nature  of  the  task, 
several  members  of  the  community  stepped 
into  the  breach,  determined  to  make  this  quilt 
a reality.  Lou  Ellen  Schellenberg,  a faculty 
member  in  the  fine  and  performing  arts  de- 
partment and  an  accomplished  painter,  was 
one  who  would  not  let  go  of  the  project. 
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She  was  intrigued  by  the  prospect  of  using 
her  favorite  medium  — watercolor  — to  see 
if  her  two-dimensional  design  could  be  repli- 
cated in  fabric  by  experienced  quitters. 

Professor  Schellenberg  learned  that  Tana 
Parrett  '69,  assistant  controller  of  the  Col- 
lege, was  an  experienced  quilter  and  cre- 
ator of  wall  hangings  and  was  also  a mem- 
ber of  a local  quilting  group. 

"Tana  and  Lou  had  one  conversation  and 
a beautiful  partnership  just  blossomed,"  re- 
calls Gale  Martin,  chair  of  the  Centennial 
Steering  Committee.  "Within  a month  they 
presented  a plan  to  the  Steering  Committee 
to  coordinate  the  entire  project." 


Tne  Faculty  Remember 


Editor's  note:  This  past  fall,  the  Elizabeth- 
town faculty  held  a "pre-Centennial  gather- 
ing" in  Zug  Recital  Hall  to  remember  the 
College  in  its  halcyon  days.  The  spirit  of 
one  of  the  College's  founding  fathers  J.  C. 
Francis  — "channeled"  by  provost  Ronald  J. 
McAllister,  pictured  below,  explained  many 


of  the  myths  surrounding  the  early  days  of 
the  College.  For  instance,  Francis  really 
wanted  to  name  the  College  after  Alexan- 
der Mack,  Brother  Jesse  Ziegler  wanted  to 
name  ir  East  Penn  College,  and  others  seri- 
ously considered  Conestoga  College.  Only 
in  the  end  was  the  name  Elizabethtown  Col- 
lege settled  upon. 

A few  of  the  living  members  of  the  facul- 
ty volunteered  their  own  stories  explaining 
"how  it  was"  in  their  early  days  at  the  Col- 
lege. For  the  edification  of  our  readers, 
these  faculty  have  agreed  to  share  some 
of  the  more  amusing  anecdotes: 

Louise  Black  '46,  associate  professor  of 

English  emerita 


Lewis  Day  Rose,  the  College  librarian  for 
over  20  years  and  assistant  professor  of 
German  in  the  1 930s,  was  by  his  nature 
and  personality  the  victim  of  many  student 
pranks.  One  particular  antic,  which  caused 
the  gentleman  much  anguish,  involved  chick- 
ens in  the  library.  Stealing  through  the  halls 
of  Rider  Memorial  Hall  to  the  door  of  the 
library,  the  students  opened  the  latches  on 
several  crates  filled  with  chickens.  The  tur- 
moil was  intense  as  the  frightened  birds  flew 
through  the  library,  emitting  loud  noises  and 
shedding  feathers  everywhere.  Mr.  Rose, 
thereafter  nicknamed  "Peepee,''  ran  about 
the  room  shooing  the  hapless  chickens.  It 
was  said  that  his  clucking  cries  scared  the 
chickens  into  even  greater  hysteria. 

Another  example  of  student  tricks  on  the 
beleaguered  Mr.  Rose  involved  the  commu- 
nication system  in  Fairview  Hall  (now 
Wenger).  To  speak  to  a resident  of  the 
men's  dormitory,  the  caller  whistled  through 
a shiny  brass  tube  located  on  the  first  floor, 
with  outlets  on  the  second  and  third  floors. 
When  a young  man  upstairs  heard  the  whis- 
tle, he  would  answer  and  then  call  whom- 
ever was  being  summoned  to  the  recepta- 
cle. Time  and  time  again,  someone  upstairs 
would  reverse  the  system,  thereby  calling  on 
Mr.  Rose  to  come  to  the  tube  situated  at  the 
bottom  of  the  open  stairwell.  From  the  upper 


stair  landings,  the  students  would  douse  the 
poor,  unsuspecting  librarian  with  cold  water. 

Lois  Herr  '62,  director  of  marketing  and 
public  affairs 

My  aunt  made  the  team  uniforms;  the  left- 
over material  was  used  to  make  a child's 
uniform  for  me.  They  called  me,  "Baby 
Coach." 

John  Ranck  '58,  professor  of  chemistry 
On  freshman  counseling  with  Oscar 
Stambaugh:  "'You  are  a chemistry  major: 
you  will  take  chemistry,  biology,  math, 

Bible,  and  German.'  That  was  my  freshman 
counseling." 

On  German  class:  "I  ended  up  in  Elinor 
Neumann's  German  class.  She  was  married 
to  Herr  Professor  Frederick  C.  Neumann. 
One  day  she  explained  our  class  respon- 
sibilities to  us,  and  I muttered  something 
about  how  it  all  sounded  'stupid'  or  some 
such  thing.  Mrs.  Neumann  had  very  good 
hearing.  After  that  class,  about  4 o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  I received  a telephone  call 
in  my  dormitory  from  Herr  Professor. 

"'I  understand  you  have  some  problems 
in  German,'  he  said.  'I  wish  you  to  come 
and  talk  to  me  tonight  after  supper.' 

I walked  to  the  Neumann's  house,  which 
now  houses  Campus  Security,  and  walked 
in  the  side  entrance.  Herr  Professor  showed 
me  upstairs  to  the  study,  where  he  proceed- 
ed to  lock  the  door  and  pull  the  blinds.  Let's 
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just  say  that  it  took  the  shellac  out  of  a new 
freshman.  ..." 

Robert  Heckman  '62,  professor  of  biology 
"In  my  senior  year,  I was  a member  of  Sock 
& Buskin.  Our  play  that  year  was  'Arsenic 
and  Old  Lace,'  and  I was  cast  in  a small 
part.  One  of  the  important  props  in  this  clas- 
sic play,  you  may  recall,  is  a bottle  of  elder- 
berry wine.  When  the  play's  run  had  com- 
pleted, the  cast  decided  to  have  a party  on 
Saturday  night  at  a private  home  in  Eliza- 
bethtown. Someone  brought  that  bottle  of 
elderberry  wine.  We  thought  it  would  be 
wonderful  to  finish  off  the  bottle.  Everyone 
had  a little  sip. 

The  next  Monday,  I was  called  into  the 
president's  office. 


'Did  you  imbibe  of  that  wine?'  I was 
asked. 

'Yes,'  was  my  response.  I was  informed 
that  I would  be  kicked  off  campus  and  not 
be  allowed  to  graduate.  The  thought  of 
going  to  my  home  Church  of  the  Brethren, 
was  going  to  be,  well,  something.  I may 
never  have  furthered  my  education. 

No  matter  that  it  was  off  campus.  No 
matter  that  I was  24  years  old.  No  mat- 
ter that  the  amount  of  alcohol  consumed 
was  less  than  that  at  a good  German 
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Baptist  Lovefeast.  No  matter  that  I was 
on  the  Dean's  List. 

Even  though  all  the  men  at  the  party 
confessed,  none  of  the  women  present  con- 
fessed. Vera  Hackman,  the  legendary  Dean 
of  Women,  said  that  her  women  would  not 
lie  and  unless  everyone  was  kicked  off  cam- 
pus, no  one  should.  Because  of  her  interven- 
tion, I was  saved." 


Gene  Clemens,  professor  of  religion 
In  1965,  I arrived  at  Elizabethtown,  fresh 
from  the  campus  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. Some  of  my  friends  thought  Elizabeth- 
town must  be  a political  backwater,  but  in 
those  very  difficult  days  of  student  unrest  I 
found  the  spirit  here  refreshing. 

I owned  a red  microbus  that  had  come 
to  be  known  as  the  "little  red  peace  bus." 
One  evening  I was  late  in  my  office  and  my 
students  came  to  visit  and  ask  if  they  could 
borrow  my  bus.  I agreed.  Sometime  later 
that  evening,  some  officers  from  Campus 
Security  arrived  at  my  office  door  and 
asked  if  I knew  where  my  bus  was.  I told 
them  my  students  had  borrowed  it. 

What  my  students  had  done  was  take 
quite  a few  bricks  and  placed  them,  togeth- 
er with  my  van,  in  front  of  the  entrance  of 
Esbenshade.  I gather  they  were  trying  to 
close  the  campus  down  — who  knows  actu- 
ally how  to  do  such  a thing?  — and  they 
were  trying  to  get  the  attention  of  people 
with  this  blockade. 


The  fallout  from  this?  I was  told  that  if  I 
did  not  move  my  bus  immediately  I would 
get  ...  a parking  ticket!  *§!

With  help  from  another  volunteer  College 
employee,  Joyce  Ney,  more  than  fifty  alum- 
ni, staff,  and  friends  of  the  College  were  so- 
licited for  the  project.  In  order  to  keep  the 
project  on  schedule  for  a completion  date  of 
July  1999,  they  selected  fabrics  and  orga- 
nized the  completion  of  a crazy  quilt  border 
first.  Patch  kits  were  mailed  out  to  volunteers 
in  September  and  quilters  of  all  levels  of  ex- 
perience returned  more  than  thirty  finished 
patches  by  December. 

To  complete  the  more  intricate  interior, 
Parrett  enlisted  alumni,  faculty,  and  students 
with  considerable  experience  in  applique 
to  interpret  Schellenberg's  intricate  watercol- 
or  rendering  of  icons  associated  with  the 
traditions  and  heritage  of  the  College.  This 
quilting  group  has  been  meeting  regularly 
for  several  months  and  will  continue  to  meet 
until  the  top  layer  of  the  quilt  is  complete 
and  ready  for  batting.  On  April  17,  the 
day  of  the  Centennial  Kickoff,  the  quilt  will 


be  displayed  on  a frame.  More  volunteers 
will  be  used  in  the  stitching  of  the  quilt  to 
the  batting. 

The  project  has  inspired  Dana  Gulling 
Mead,  a faculty  member  in  the  English  de- 
partment, to  have  her  professional  writing 
students  document  the  project  for  a class 
assignment  with  the  hope  of  having  it  pub- 
lished during  the  Centennial. 

Eventually,  the  quilt  will  be  displayed  per- 
manently in  the  Leffler  Chapel  and  Perfor- 
mance Center.  A register  listing  every  hand 
that  worked  on  the  quilt  will  be  compiled 
and  displayed  with  the  quilt. 

"By  using  as  many  alumni  and  community 
volunteers  as  wanted  to  be  involved,  this 
project  supports  two  of  the  most  important 
reasons  for  celebrating  our  Centennial,"

Endowments 


Trustee  Larry  Sauder 
To  Direct  Campaign ’s 
Final  Phase 

n February  of  1999,  just  a few  months  before  the 
College’s  centennial  celebration  kickoff,  Elizabeth- 
town alumni  will  receive  some  important  informa- 
tion via  their  mail  carriers.  Disguised  as  an  ordinary  let- 
ter, this  correspondence  actually  gives  alumni  the  power 
to  significantly  improve  the  quality  of  education  for  fu- 
ture Elizabethtown  students;  and  so  begins  the  General 
Phase  of  Celebrating  a Century  - Shaping  the  Next. 

Most  college  campaigns  have  a specific  building 
to  construct  or  renovate  — not  this  one.  According  to 
Trustee  Larry  Sauder  ’64,  the  General  Phase  Chair,  en- 
dowment campaigns  are  different,  and  this  one  is  really 
different.  “I’ve  had  the  privilege  to  serve  as  a Trustee 
for  1 1 years,  but  this  is  the  first  time  we’ve  given  alumni 
the  chance  to  actually  direct  their  dollars  toward  depart- 
ments, by  creating  a fund  which  will  not  replace  their 
annual  budget,  but  supplement  their  annual  budget. 
Celebrating  a Century  - Shaping  the  Next  is  a cam- 
paign about  opportunities  for  the  next  generation.” 

Annual  Fund  Director  Barry  Freidly  '69  serves  as 
the  staff  contact  for  the  General  Phase  of  the  campaign. 
As  an  alumnus,  Barry  says  the  campaign  has  personal 
meaning.  “As  an  undergraduate,  when  I became  involved 
with  the  campus  radio  station,  I knew  I belonged  in 
broadcasting,”  he  said.  “Financial  support  enabled  the 
College  to  create  a new  communications  major,  and  I 
was  one  of  the  first  grads.”  Freidly  adds,  “My  gift  to  the 
endowment  will  help  keep  the  communications  depart- 
ment on  the  cutting  edge  of  the  industry.  It’s  my  way  of 
giving  back.” 

As  Chairman  Sauder  indicated,  the  General  Phase 
will  give  donors  unprecedented  flexibility.  During  this

campaign,  the  College  will  create  for  each  department 
separate  endowment  accounts  which  will  not  be  used  to 
underwrite  annual  costs,  but  to  enhance  annual  budgets. 
Thus  the  biology  endowment  will  perhaps  allow  for  new 
equipment  purchases,  the  business  endowment  might 
provide  funds  for  students  to  present  papers  at  seminars, 
the  music  endowment  may  partially  underwrite  student 
costs  for  trips  abroad.  Endowed  departmental  accounts 
will  be  used  to  advance  program  missions  and  foster 
distinction  for  Elizabethtown  College. 

Chemistry  Department  Chair  Ray  Reeder  thinks  the 
fund  can  be  a real  benefit  to  individual  programs.  "To 
continue  to  compete  for  the  region’s  best  students  in  the 
sciences,  Elizabethtown  needs  to  constantly  upgrade 
technology,”  Reeder  says.  “I  see  the  departmental  en- 
dowment as  an  excellent  tool  which  will  allow  us  to 
purchase  the  latest  lab  equipment,  make  strategic  invest- 
ments in  technology,  and  separate  Elizabethtown  from 
peer  institutions.” 

The  General  Phase  of  Celebrating  a Century  -

Distinguished  heart  surgeon  Dr.  Benjamin  Musser  ’42  and  his 
wife,  Vera  ’43,  established  the  Benjamin  G.  and  Vera  B.  Muss- 
er Pre-Med  Scholarship  at  Elizabethtown  College  in  1979.  Since  its 
establishment,  the  Musser  Scholarship  has  helped  more  than  three 
dozen  students  complete  their  education  at  Elizabethtown.  The  Col- 
lege’s first  Rhodes  Scholar,  John  Leaman,  was  a Musser  Scholar. 

Ben  Musser  was  the  first  physician  in  central  Pennsylvania  to 
conduct  open-heart  surgery.  As  a cardiologist  and  a surgeon,  Ben  has 
exemplified  the  College  “Educate  for  Service"  motto.  Through  their 
scholarship,  Ben  and  Vera  continue  to  serve  by  creating  opportunities 
for  future  physicians. 

One  recipient  who  currently  benefits  from  the  Musser  Scholar- 
ship is  Stacey  Grab  ’00.  Stacey  is  currently  studying  biology  with  the 
intention  of  going  on  to  medical  school.  Stacey’s  family  is  unable  to 
provide  financial  support  for  her  education,  thus  she  is  keenly  aware 
of  the  need  for  scholarships.  She  spoke  at  the  1998  Scholarship  Re- 
ception, a program  which  allows  donors  and  students  to  meet  and 
learn  more  about  one  another.  Excerpts  from  those  remarks,  as  well 
as  some  additional  notes  from  Stacey,  follow. 


“Witnessing  my  father's  deterioration  from  an  incurable  disease  and 
seeing  its  subsequent  effects  on  my  family  taught  me  that  the  single 
most  important  factor  in  attaining  happiness  is  health.  One  can  have 
love,  money,  and  intelligence,  but  without  good  health,  he  will  not  be 
content.  This  realization,  coupled  with  my  desire  to  work  with  peo- 
ple and  help  others,  has  led  me  to  seek  a career  in  medicine.  This 
career  offers  more  than  a chance  to  just  touch  someone's  life;  it  pro- 
vides an  opportunity  to  completely  alter  it.  I would  have  the  chance 
not  only  to  treat  and  heal,  but  also  to  be  a teacher,  a counselor,  and

It  was  all  that  Jeff  promised,  and  then  some,  and  will  always  be 
a cherished  memory. 

Energetic,  enthusiastic,  optimistic,  dedicated,  risk- taking, and  yes,  perfect-haired — these  are  some  of  words  that  come  to 
mind  as  I think  of  my  friend,  Jeff,  who,  above  all,  was  devoted  to  his  friends,  family  arid  the  Lord. 

Jeff  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  soulmate,  E.  Joy  (Meredith)  '78,  daughter  Mandy,  son  Shane,  parents  Arlene  and  Ed,  and 
sisters  Pam  Diffenderfer  and  Carol  Lively,  all  of  Lancaster.  To  them  I express  my  deepest  sympathy,  continued  love  and  sup- 
port, and  gratitude  for  sharing  this  extraordinary  man.

Over  160  golfers  played  in  the  1998  Blue  Jay 
Open  last  October  and  raised  over  $40,000 
for  Blue  Jay  athletes.  These  numbers  set 
records  for  participation  and  money  raised. 
"This  year's  success  was  due  to  a dedicated 
group  of  committee  members  and  coaches. 
They  made  a lot  of  calls  to  increase  partici- 
pation," says  committee  chairman  Rick  Jor- 
dan '70.  The  tournament  was  originally  set 
to  be  played  on  Hershey  Country  Club's 
South  course,  but  had  to  be  expanded  to 
also  include  Hershey  East. 

The  Blue  Jay  Golf  Tournament  was  start- 
ed to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  our  athletic 
teams.  The  money  from  this  year's  tourna- 
ment was  divided  among  all  the  sports 
programs.  The  wrestling  team  will  use 
the  money  for  a trip  to  Florida,  while  the 
Women's  Field  Hockey  team  will  save  the 
money  to  travel  to  England  and  Scotland  in 
the  year  2000.  "Other  teams  will  use  their 
funds  to  make  equipment  purchases  and 
facility  improvements  that 
the  operating  budget  can- 
not accommodate"  says 
Nancy  Latimore,  director 
of  athletics. 

Plans  are  already  under 
way  for  next  year.  The  1999
